The American au- 
thorilie.'j have umiutained for more 

ih'anayear a daily service to Port 

"TowWefid where the bags for this place 
are landMWd renmin piled up await 

-ing: ithe arrival of tho semi- weekly 
steamer to transport them to Victoria. 
The distance from Victoria to Port 
Townsond is 15 niile.s, and can ho ac- 
complished bv a smart steamboat in 
three lioura and a halE. The Ottawa 
government subsidize.^ tlie Staku line 
to make trips twice a-weck between the 
two ports ; and it is understood that a 
slight proport.ionat(! increase in the .sub- 
sidy would insure connection si.\ days 
in eacii week. ^Vllen the contract with 
the P. M. S. S. Co. was about to expire 
wo entertained a hope' that the mail 
service by tho ocean would be aliandon- 
eil and a daily service by way of Puget 
Sound oslabli.shed in its stead. That 
hope proved delusive ; but the low anil 
advantageous terms on which the gov- 
ernment, secured a renewal of the ocean 
service by the Pociftc Coast S.S. C!o. 
the rate now paid being only about one 
third that paid the former contractors, 
place it ill tho power of the Dominion 

. to secure in addition a dailv service rut 
the Sound — gaining the two services at 
a cost les.s than that lately paid for tho 
ocean- service alone. Tina fact should 
be brought to the notice of the Domin- 
ion government by our members. 
AVhen we look at tho broken 
character of Victoria's connec- 
tions — the two days' delay of our pas- 
sengers, letters and freight on the 
mainland, and the detention of n;ails 
at Port Townserid four days in e.ach 
week, — wo are surprised that active 
and decided steps were not long ago 
taken to put an end to both. Xo man 
desiring to rcicli Victoria should have 
it in his power to say with truth that he 
was detained a single hour, except by 
stress of weather, en route. To-day 
there are three day.s' accumulation of 
mail matter at Port Townaeud; and 
there it will lie until to-morrow. 
The question of tho island railway is 
too precious to be imperilled by tacking 
to it any other grievance, or we should 
advocate the consideration of our mail 
grievances at the public meeting shoi t- 
ly to be convened in this city. It woukl 
be wise to allow "every tub to stand 
on its own bottom;" therefore we leavo 
tho daily mail to our Ottawa mem- 
bers in the hope that they will lay the 
matter immediately liefore the Do- 

< -minion Government. 



OOLLISIOJS'S U.S FRA^'Sim Rl VER. 



Wo have ali eady recorded the fact 
that two collisions liave occurred be- 
tween steamboats on Fraser river dur- 
ing the past mouth. In both instances 
the Bteainers of the opposing lines 
crashed into each other. It is iinpo.ssi- 
ble to indicate with any degree of cer- 
tainty, from conQicting accounts, which 
boat was in the wrong. But it is 
scarcely necessary to point out the e.x- 
treoie peril in which valuable lives and 
property have been placed by these 
alarnuiig incidents. Fraser river is 
broad enough for the boats of the two 
lines to keep out of each other's way ; 
and although there may bi; tiuics when 
. collisions are bcarccly avoidable — say 
'.' when deose fogs prevail — ^ao such ex-^ 
cuse CHU bo urged on the occasions to 
which we now refer. The heartrending 
scenes consequent upon the By well 
Castle running into the Princess Alice 
on the Thames, of ihf. Stonuigton run- 
ning down ilio J^urragansett on Long 
Island Sound, and of that dreadful 
calainiiy which desolated numy houies 
in this country scarcely live years ago 
— are too fresh in the public mind to 
need more than a passing reference. 
Tbey serve to " point a moral and 
adorn a tale" which may be proritably 
committed to heart Ijy Fraser steam- 
boatmen. What has happened else- 
where from the reckless handling of the 
wheel may ha[)pen here from the same 
cause. Is there not a Dominion otiicer 
stationed in the Province whose duty 
it is to investigate the causes of 
collisions and st(^aml)oat disasters as 
they take place ? If tiierc is, why 
should he hesitate to set the law in 
motion until another collision on our 
most used river may plunge the ])ro 
vince in the depths of grief, or until a 
heavy pecuniary sacrilice .shall ha'/o 
been inflicted upon slii]iperK and consig- 
nees of freight'; We are satished from 
what we have heard that the two )nost 
recent events wore easily avoidable, 
and wo hope that public sentiment, a.s 
well as tho law, will be brought to 
bear so unmistakably upon the offend- 
ing parties that a repetition will bo 
considered a luxury too expensive to 
be safely indulged in.

Frivate Property. 

To Tui; EoiTou ok The Colonist: — 
Sir, — I was greatly surprised to find 
thafeiin-.t^e Agreement with whiclrMr. 
Yates! sfeks to bind the Municipal 
Council as a condition to the exchange 
of the public larding he attempts to 
injure our adjoining property — the 
wharf now in tho occujiation of INIr. 

Engelhardt by shuttii-.g it out with a 

sidewalk over which drays cannot pass. 
If the propcsed roadway and huuling 
ary to be public, if the taxes taken 
from the public are to build it and keep 
it in repair forever, then it -should be, 
and in fact must be, open to the pub- 
lic on even terms. If iMr. Yates' wharf 
has free access to the road so must all 
other wharves abutting on it. 

But this fair view of the case does 
not, apparently, suit !\Ir. Yates, for In; 
attempts to bind tho Council to a ))ri- 
vate special privileged bargain. Mis 
Agreement sets forth as follows : "T'ho 
corporation of tho city of Victoria shall 
at thdir'owri cost construct, and subject 
as liereinaftcr appearing, at all times 
keep open and in proper re[iair a road- 
way with a pathway on the northerly 
side thereof, etc., such i)athway to abut 
«n lot 202. 

"The roadway shall be constructed 
so as to be easily accessible from the 
upper basement of the buildings (plans 
whereof signed by A. H. Gray, agent of 
the said James Yates, have been |)re- 
pared by and are nov,- in tlie possession 
of John Teaguc, of Victoria aforesaid, 
architect, so tliat a doorway opened in 
the wall between the said roadway and 
the lower part of such upper basement 
will afford convenient access to tlie floor 
of such basement foi- the delix-erv cf 
goods," etc. 

" The afoi-esaiil [),'ilbway shall be of 
width of ten feet at least. 

" The .saiil James Yates, his heirs 
and assigns,' and the obeupiers aforesaid 
aii'd tHdir se'rvaiits and 'employes, and 
also all other pensons wliilst goiiig to 
or returning from the said wharf, shall 
be at liberty at all times to pas.s over 
tho said jinthway free of charge. 

•' A sidewalk four feet in width shall 
1)0 laid by tho said James Yates on the 
southerly side of said roadway, and no 
pathway of greater width than four 
feet shall bo constructed on that side, of 
the r»adway." 

Now, sir, it will be seen by the 
ratepayers that the corporation for all 
time to come have to buihl and keep 
in repair a roadway to suit the conven- 
ience of SFr. Yates and to give free ac- 
cess to his warehouse and wharf. That 
whilst he takes power to lay down a 
four-foot pathway to suit himself along- 
side his own property, ho compels tho 
council to lay down a len-j'ool- side 
walk along our [iroperty, thereby vir- 
tually fencing us out from all partici- 
pation in the advantages of tho projios- 
ed roadway, to the building of wliicli' 
we contribute our proportion of taxe.s. 
And I will hero state that I feel cer- 
tain that if tho jMayor had for one 
moment thought of what he was doing 
be would not have signed such an un- 
fair and oversidod ngi'eement which 
gives one ratepayer free accos^i to a 
public roadway and fences another 
ratepayer out with a broad sidewalk. 

If tlie roadway is jiublic why should 
Mr. Yates stipulate for tho free use of 
it 1 and why should there be sidewalks to 
it of different width 1 why not treat 
both sides alike ?. Let tliis question 
stand on its own merits, and lot the 
e.\'change of landings, if desired, be an 
exchange ]iure and simple free fi'oui all 
restrictions and conditions. All that 
I retpiire is simple justice and not to 
have my property injured to benefit 
unotlier person. I look to tho voters 
of VictoHa City to do me that justice 
by voting against tho by law. The by- 
law which will be submitted to the 
public vote is framed on the agree- 
ment ratified liy tho Mayor and Mr. 
Yates from which I have quoted, and 
any subsequent proposals made by the 
agent of Mr. Yates, can have no 
weight unless embodied in a new by- 
law. This has not been done ; the 
Mayor and Council have not adopted 
the second proposal, and the voters 
sliould take caro that they are not de- 
ceii'od. What they have before them 
is an agreement placing a burthen on 
the city to benefit one person to tho 
injury of another.

Tho Rail-way Syiiilicato. 

Tiio members of tho railway syndi- 
cate were holding daily sittings at Ot- 
tawa at latest advices. The Globe's 
correspondent says: It is stated that a 
preliminary contracts for the construc- 
tion of Pacific railway was signed in 
London, and that negotiations are now 
being prosecuted to determine the de- 
tails of tho final contract prior to its 
submittal to Parliament. Enough of 
the negotiations now in progress has 
leaked out to show tho line of policy to 
be pursued. The alleged, English capi- 
talists are not present in person and 
have no representative at the meetings 
except Mr. S. J. C. Abbott, who was 
Sir Hugh Allan's right hand in 1873, 
The amount of the bonus is now said 
to bo .twenty-five million dollars, the 
amount of stock to be subscribed by 
tho company being now fixed at fifty 
millions instead of a hundred million.s. 
The government money bonus is plac- 
ed at twenty millions of dollars. Bonds 
bearing four jier cent, interest are to 
be i.ssupri, the whole being redecraablo 
in a period o.^ctending over twonty-fiv« 
years. The land bonus will be paid as 
tho road is constructed and government 
guaranteed bonds issued in the same 
manner. These bonds will, of course, 
form tho basis of the Syndicate's finan- 
cial operations in Great Britain. Tho 
whole of the woiks now constructed 
or in courre of construction will, when 
completed, be placed under the Syndi- 
cat(;'s control. Whether or not the com- 
pany are to run the road for a longer 
period then ten years appears to be un- 
ce.riaiii. That tho face of the contract 
will provide for the construction of the 
unproductive sections north of Lake 
Superior and in British Columbia is 
undoubted.

Tho Flro at Quosnolforks.

AuiAnierican corresiiondont writes: 
— Thfe^nibst" impovtahf bill'' heforo the 
House thi.s day wa.s one on .second road- 
ing origitiallj- introduced by Lortl Nel- 
son ill reference to the better education- 
al facilitie.s which should, in the opin- 
ion of the worthy lord, be od'ered by 
Govornmont to females of the middle 
classes. A worthy subject, but tlie 
present Earl Nelson i.s liy no means as 
eloquent a speaker n.s his grandfatiier 
was a valiant fighter, ami so I fell to 
musing over the lives and peeuliaritios 
of some of the well-known tueu in the 
body below me. On the foremost seat 
of tho Gbve'rnmenl side sat the Duko 
of Argyll, or, as ho is known in tho 
ITouE,e, Baron Sunbridge. Small in 
stature and attired inn plain suitof grov, 
ho looked more .a KlK)[)-kooper than i\ 
Scottish poor. Immediately back of the 
Duko yonder sit.s the Earl of Lonsdnlpj^ 
the young peer who "moved the Qucoifs 
speecli" at the oiiening of Parliament 
la.st spring — an honour usually accord- 
ed by courtesy to a now member. By 
Iii.s side is Baron Wiinniarleigli , an old 
and palsy-strickoa man .whom Beacons- 
field created a peer but six years since. 
Next liim is Enrl Granville, a Govern- 
ment member, luid, pbyKiivilly, as line 
looking as any man 1 over .saw, Ob- 
serve with wlhit dclicatoness his hands 
and features aro formed, .mil yet to 
wliat grand proportions his form np-- 
proaclies now; that he is rising in his 
place to speak. And iiis voice and lan- 
guage. j\Iark with what exactness the 
one is inllocteil, and in what wealth 
of idea.s anu curiecm^.,., tUo nUior a- 
bounds. Surely it woro not difficult to 
believe that this man ia of noble blood. 
Sitting over there in the corner, read- 
ing, is the Duke of Devonshire, lie is 
a great scholar, is Clianccllor of Oxford, 
but seldom takes any part in a House 
debate. Ono would suppose he would 
prefer the gayety of Hyde Park or tho 
quiet of his own beloved "Chatsworth," 
to these dull legislative halls. But he 
takes great interest in his gifted son, 
the Marquis of Hartington, and loves 
therefore to linger here. You wonder 
who that nervous old man is walking 
about and talking with so many difTer- 
cnt meinber.s, both Government and 
Qppositibn;; He is a queer one. His 
name is Robert Lowe, and gossip says 
ho was sent to this ITou.se to get rid of 
him, as he was too troublesome in the 
body at the other end of tho jjalade. 
Verily some aro born to greatness, while 
others have it trust upon them. That 
foppish-looking little fellow, with whom 
he is now talking is IMontague Corry, 
that was; he no longer bears so humble 
a name, liowcver. Ho had the good 
fortune to be Disraeli's private secre- 
tary, and "copied all the letters in n 
hanil so free,'' that that astuto gentlo- 
raan made^Iutn^ a yjaw. It; seems cb 
maicci a iUffercn«ic in the -world whoso 
[irivate secretary ono is. This eloquent 
and logical speaker on tho left, who is 
now re])lyiiig to Earl Spencer, is the 
Duke of llicliiuond-Gordon, great per- 
sonal friend of the Prince of Wales, one 
of the foroniost men in the realm in a 
social point of view, and whoso peerage 
dates from .the time of Charles IL Ho 
is one of the most honourable Knights 
of the Garter, and was Lord President 
in Beaconsfield's late Ministry. Earl 
Spencer, the man to whom the duko is 
roi)lying, is that small man with full 
sandy beard on tho Government side 
near thOj Woolsack. Ho looks Jike a 
veritable Irishmah, but he is not.* Ho 
is a great favourite with the Queen, and 
was out at Windsor the other day to 
dine with her. Ho is only a subordi- 
nate in Mr. C-iladstonc's Ministry, but 
ho gets honours in that quarter that his 
chief cannot However, Americans 
thiiik no leas of the learned "chief'on 
that account. Observe that dark-com- 
plc-cioncd, faultloHsly attired young man 
sitting on the steps of the throne yon- 
der. Ho is Viscount Trafalgar, great- 
grandson of tho man whose monument 
adorns Trafalgar Square, and whose effi- 
gies are legion throughout tho King- 
dom. Indeed, I heard a "Young tVm 
erican" declare one day on a Rhino 
steamer to a Church of Englantl clergy- 
man with whom ho was in conversation 
that "Nelson, Wolliugton, and twenty- 
shilling sovereigns, formed the English 
Trinity." The members' sons are allow- 
ed to como upon the floor of tho House 
and' occupy the space in front of the 
throne, but never to sit upon any of the 
benches during a session. That niiddlc- 
agod man now in earnest conversation 
with the Duko of Euccleuch is Lord 
Churchill, Duke of Marlborough, who 
has managed to eke out an existence 
during the last few years on a pittance 
of §100,000 a year, as Lord- Lieutenant 
of famine-stricken Irclaiid. Ho seldom 
comes to a sitting of the House, but is 
evidently here to-day by way of diver- 
sion. His peerage dates from 1702, 
and he owes his fortune and ancient 
iiheage to the whim of Queen Anne, 
whoso, first work at making a Duke was 
tlie'bVstowing of that honour upon John 
Churchill, the present INIarlborough's 
ancestor in the si.Ktli generation back. 

Lord Leigh, the generous-hearted 
owner of Stoneleigh Abbey, near Kcn- 
ilworth, lias just finished speaking, ni.d 
then there is a, slight rustle caused by 
tho entrance' oi it''"inembe^' from the 
Prince's chamber. The new comer ad- 
vances to a front bench on the left with 
a dramatic bearing and sits down with 
an air of impatient restraint. Ho is of 
slender build, of medium height, attirifd 
iii faultless broadcloth, and his shoul- 
ders are slightly bent forward as though 
bearing up with difficulty the small but 
restless head. Tho swarthy skin, the 
full dark eyes, and tho.sc jet-black locks 
of hair which fall in woulil bo curls over 
his forehead .and collar, plainly indicate 
his Jewish origim- ^It!is.LoM Beacons-, 
field. Seldom, since the earl rotired 
from the premiership, does ho conje 
into parliament ; but when he does it is 
with tho same dramatic nir that lie 
bears to-day. Never quite at hia ease, 
he nervOHSly caato hia keoa eves about
